The importance of background information is first discussed, in relation to the 
planning of educational programmes for better nutrition, as the existing food patterns and 
the social and economic conditions of the area concerned are factors of primary importance. 
Various methods of organizing educational programmes in nutrition, the training of nutrition 
workers, teaching methods and materials, ere reviewed, with an evaluation of their ef- 
fectiveness. The final chapter gives seven concrete examples of approaches tried out in 
different countries. Nutrition programmes carried out in conjunction with other educational 
programmes are throughout emphasized. 


Italy. Centro didattico nazionale. Guida D; Annuario della scuola della cultura. Firenze :

This volume on Italian education ‘presents "a full panorama which embraces every sector of 
the school, from infant education to the university, from adult education to programmes of 
re-education for the young or of cultural welfare for soldiers; an attempt is made to give 
the structure and profile of every type of school, to offer syntheses which combine the 
view-points of pedagogy, administrataon, statistics, organization". (Preface). 


The editor, Giovanni Gozzer, and his assistants have brought together within a planned 
framework a great mass of data, and have produced a reference work of the greatest value 
to foreign students and educators. 


Parts 1 and 2 cover constitutional matters and the central direction of education. Names, 
official titles and addresses of organizations and officers are given. Part 3 (pp. 81-229 ) 
is a cross-section of cultural, artistic and information activities in 19g. Parts 4 and 5 
give detailed directory data on academies, libraries, museums and art galleries (pp- 2337 
304); Part 6 (pp- 307-334) similarly describes the universities. Part 7 (pp- 337-400) is 
devoted to the Centro didattico nazionale e museo della scuola in Florence, one of the 
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most important institutions of its kind in the world. 


The remainder of the volume is devoted to the school proper. The main topics treated are : 
resuits of the school reform movement; current work on educational problems and pedagogical 
research (including bibliographies of Italian and foreign publications); biographical notes 
on leading Italian educators; adult education (with full directory data); social services; 
workers! education; primary schools (general studies, detailed directories for each province, 
directories for special schools); secondary schools; cultural relations with foreign 
countries; private schools; school programmes for all levels; and finally, statistical 
summaries for the whole of Italy.

Part I of this report gives the historical background of the establishment of the South 
Pacific Commission in ig4i by agreement between Australia, France, the Netherlands , New 
Zealand, the U.k. and the U.S.A. Part II reports activities of the Commission during its 
first 8 months of existence, during which personnel was recruited, the programme of work 
prepared and the South Pacific Research Council set w in order to "furnish expert scien- 
tific and technical advice". The purpose of the Commission is "to encourage and strengthen 
international co-operation in promoting the economic and social welfare and advancement of 
the non-self-governing territories in the South Pacific Region which are administered by*the 
contracting powers." The text of the agreement and the annual budget for 1948 are given in 
the appendix. 


United Nations. Survey of Problems of Lov--cost Rural Housing in fropical Areas. A prelimi- 
nary report with special reference to the Caribbean Area. Lake Success, N.Y.: United Nations 
Secretariat, 1950- 93 pp- Published also in French. Mimeo. Gratis. 


After a general survey of the problem, means of improving housing with regard to materials 
and construction and health appliances are examined. Based on experiments already carried 
out in this field, definite and practical measures are suggested (for example, for the 
possible use of certain materials), the results achieved are cited, and pointers are given 
for future action. 


The whole work stresses the fact that housing improvement is not simply a technical matter, 
but should be integrated with programmes of economic, social and cultural bettement. In 
conclusion the real causes of poor housing are revicwedandeamples given of efforts to 
improve general living standards together with housing.

In 1947 the Ministry of Education appointed a committee to "consider the nature and extent 
of the illiteracy alleged to exist anong school leavers and young people". The Committee 
made a study of past surveys of reading attainment and devised a new test which was 
applied to some g,o00 pupils and men and women recruits to the Forces. Based on the 
attainment of average children in 1938, a person with a reading ability less than that of 
a» year-old was considered as illiterate and one who had a reading age of between 7 and 9 
according to the pre-war standard ; as semi-literate. Using this criteria, the committee found 
that, among the pupils aged is, 14% were illiterate and 4.3% semi-literate, and that 
"contrary to the general belief, there appeared to be no fading of skill in the interval 
between leaving sclicol and enlistment, alwoys providing that the stage of semi-literacy 
had been reached". A brief analysis is made of the main causes of "reading retardation" 
and suggestions are offered on the teaching of reading, and on remedial measures for use 
with retarded older pupils and illiterate adults. The full results of the Committee's 


investigation are appended.

Douet, Kathleen. Script and Writing Patterns for African Schools, London: University of 
Iondon Press, Ltd. (Warwick Square, E.C.4), 1949+ 35 PP-y 20 cards.

This book uses the Marion Richardson approach to writing: the children learn the skills 
they need by copying and inventing rhythmical patterns and designs, and work at first on a 
large area such as a black-board. Writing on paper begins with script (small letters;wrds 
and phrases; capitals); pupils then go on to joined script and the use of ink. 


The material consists of a teacher's book and twenty cards in English to serve as models. 
Teachers in infant classes prepare cards of their own to teach the extra letters and the 
words of the vernacular language. Hints on equipment, some of which may be constructed with 
local material, are given. 


Fryklund, Verne C. and LaBerge, Armand J. General Shob Wwooduorking. 3. ed. Bloomington, 
Illinois: McKnight & McKnight, 1946- 160 pp-, illus. § 9-54. 


This book on General Shop Woodworking provides flexible instructional "units" on basic 
woodworking operations, covering important technical questions and related cultural topics. 
Fundamental training in skills is presented through units on "What You Should Be Able to 
Do", and information about tools, materials and processes by units on "What You Should 
Know."" This presentation of training in woodworking skills by units, each unit complete in 
itself, makes the text readily pdaptable for use in both the Unit Shop and the General Shop. 
Its popularity and usefulness has continued through twenty printings since 1936 and it is 
extensively used in teaching the fundamental woodworking skills in the upper elementary 
school grades and in junior high schools. 


Hill, Warren E. and Ewing, Claude H. Materials and Methods for Vocational Training.

This book offers to the vocational teacher entering the profession from industry, in 
understandable and usable form, the special information required for the efficient teaching 
of vocations.

The first section of the survey describes radio facilities in 16 territories, of especial 
interest in view of their experimental nature of many of the services and the difficulties 
in organizing then.

The 
author taKes the Northern Rhodesian experience as his example of how a broadcasting service 
may be organized economically in undeveloped areas. He points out the pitfalls to be avoided 
in devising programmes for groups which are largely illiterate and gives examples of "good" 
and "bad" programmes. 
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
